Education costs more than it did in 
900 when there were 700,000 high 
school pupils in the country. Now 
here are more lhan 6,000,000. Unem- 
ployment has been a great national 
iroblem for only aboul 10 years. New 
;overnment boards like the Tariff 
Commission, Securities and Exchange 
Commission, Labor Relations Board, 
lave grown up. And of course one of 
our heaviest expenses is to continue 
laying for the World war of 20 years 
ago, which did not figure in grand- 
"atiler's budget 


Levies pu the Increase 


Tlie tax "take" is growing. In that 


113,000,000,000 tax year of 1937-38, the 
federal government collected §6,000,- 
000,000. That is 52,000,000,000 more than 
't colccted in the boom year of 1929. 


The same increase is shown in slate 
nd local taxes. In 1937 the total tax 
Mil of Ihe states was ?2,750,000,000. 
That of tlie local units $4,400,000,000. 


These taxes are a greater total than 


those of any other country. But few 
countries have as large a population, 
and none has as High a national in- 
come or standard of living. 


British taxes, evenly divided among 


all her people, would 
mean $102 


jpiccc, a far heavier burden than our 
own figure of §100, considering that 
British wages are lower, In France 
Ihe average is ?75, but that is a heavier 
burden than either of tlie others in 
relation to living standards, and equals 
one-fourth of the French national in- 
come. In Germany the government 
is estimated to take one-third. 


In qther words, every modern coun- 


try collects from one-fifth to one- 
third of Ihe nalional income in taxes. 


What is done with all this money? 


What cloes John Doe get for what he 
pays over lo Ihe government? There 
lies tlie answer to the question "Is i 
a burden?" "Is it too much?" 


What Docs Government Do? 


We are so used to having the «uv- 


crnmenl do certain things that we 
never think aboul it. Let's suppose 
the government stopped doing them 
tomorrow. 


Let's suppose that all highways and 


slrcels, bridges, waterways, and build- 
ings built with government money 
were closed; the army, navy and coast 
guard disbanded; congress and the 
courts abolished; lighthouses and air 
beacons dimmed; embassies and con- 
sulates torn down; schools, asylums 
and hospitals closed; pensions cut off; 
police and fire departments discharged; 
jails opened; garbage collection end- 
ed; street lights cut off; playgrounds 
and food inspection discontinued. 


Anyone can agree thai the chaos 


resulting from any such 
situulion 


would be the end of civilized lite as 
we know it. But those are bare es- 
sentials always in evidence. Since 
1929 other problems have been tossed 
into the lap of government, all requir- 
ing money for their solution. 


After 1929 it became clear that neith- 


er private industry, private charity 
noi- local governments could <«me 
close to caring for {lie millions who 
were without work. Billions of dollars 
were needed to meet these situations 
with CWA, FERA, mid WPA, and 
other billions were needed to answer 
Hie cries of private business for aid. 
New activities and agencies have been 
created to try to change conditions 
blamed for this unemployment, farm, 
and business problem.

Conference With Agri 


Specialist 


The marketing of green wrap lo- 


maloes was discussed by sixly-five 
McCaskill farmers Wednesday wilh 
Ihe aid of Roy Sellers, extension 
markeling specialist 
The 
meeting 


Was sponsored by the McCaskill com- 
munity farm bureau and was pre- 
sided over by Bert Scotl, presidenl. 


It was the consensus of the group by 


information received from buyers that 
green wrap tomaloes produced in Mc- 
Caskill area were as high quality as 
those produced in any section. 


Mr. Sellers discussed the steps in 


developing the cooperative marketing 
program for prospective' producers 
and compared these steps to the steps 
in a ladder, where you start at the 
botlom rung and climb to the top. 


He defined the first step as a rela- 


tively large volume of the product 
grown in one community. Other steps 
were enumerated as follows: 


2. The cooperative atlitude of farm- 


ers in growing these crops. Fanners 
should appreciate 
Iheir 
inler-de- 


pcndcnce, one upon Hie other, in pro- 
duction as well.as marketing perish- 
able products. Such things as grow- 
ing the same varieties, planting and 
harvesting at the same time, using the 
same containers, etc., are important 
steps in marketing Ihese products. 


3. The growers receive daily market 


news bulletins on crops produced. Al- 
so, through newspapers, • radios, or 
magazines, keep themselves abreast 
of market conditions at all times dur- 
ing the marketing season of a given 
crop. 


4. They assemble products at a com- 


mon point and cooperatively grade 
according to U. S, standards and pack 
according to market demands. 


5. They also load carloads or truck 


loads cooperatively and then sell to 
Ihe highesl bidder, capitalizing on 
volume sales and high quality pro- 
ducts. 


6. One member of a group or a com- 


mittee from a -group is elected to 
serve as sales agent for the group. 


7. A cooperalive marketing associa-

Glass Says'Purge' 


Aimed at Him Too 


Virginian Justifies His 


Crushing Defeat of F.D. 


in Senate 


WASHINGTON-W-Senator Glass 


(Dem., Va..) charged Wednesday night 
thai President Roosevelt has used 
his appointive power-in an effort to 
"purge" Virginia's two senators from 
public life. 


The aim, the 81-year-old senator 


said, Was to defeat Senator Harry 
Byrd, Democratic, in 1940 and Glass, 
himself, later if he should live "longer 
than the intriguers hope." He said 
the method chosen was to disregard 
the senalors' recommendations tor 
federal'positions in order to discredit 
and /'dishonor" Ihem among their own 
constituents. .< 


Glass issued a long statement in an- 


swer to President Roosevelt's criticism 
Tuesday of the Senator's refusal to 
confirm his nomination of Floyd H. 
loberts to be a Virginia federal judge. 
Glass and Byrd contended their rec- 
ommendations for the judgeship were 
gnored. They opposed Roberts on 
he ground ; that his nomination was 
'personally offensive to them." 
'Glass reviewed the dispute over'the 


appointment an dsaid that in making 
recommendations he had' been moll 
vated by a wish to find a good judge 
rather than 'by a desire for federa' 
patronage.

periods means an increasing cost to 
cities for education. In cities above 
300,000 people, it comes close to 28 
cents of every dollar. Better teachers 
must be belter paid. Adult educa- 
tion is increasing. 


Ihe average family need only con- 


sider what it would cost to hire a 
tulor and buy school equipment for 
its own children, to build its own sew- 
age disposal system, to see that in 
some cases it gets more from money 
paid in taxes than from the same 
nioney paid out privately. 


The vast bulk of the tax income 


is made possible by the fact that no- 
body, no matter how poor, escapes en- 
tirely, For example, here is the es- 
Umaled lax contribution of a hypoth- 
etical family of a laborer, married, 
with two children, who earned $1000 a 
year in New York slate: 


He pays no income tax, and no 


taxes at all directly to the federal 
government. Yet about 530 in federal 
taxes are shifted to him in the form 
of higher prices. He pays to the slate 
government only ?9 in taxes in a way 
that he recognizes as taxes. But he 
pays about S35 indirectly, just the 
same. In addition lie pays about §119 
to (lie city and county. Most of thai 
is property tax, collected directly by 
the city and county if lie owns his own 
home, but collected in the form of 
higher rent by the landlord if he does 
not, and then paid by the landlord 
to the city and county. Thus this fam- 
ily, which paid only $9 in taxes of a 
kind they could recognize as such, 
actually paid perhaps ?190 in taxes, 
leaving him onil ?810 of ris 51000 as 
tile true cost of food, clothing and 
other necessities.
